May it please your Grace, 

I beg to forward detailed tables showing by ages and occupations the number of 
Emigrants from Ireland during the year 1878, with the ports at which they embarked 
and their intended destinations. 

The number of Emigrants who left Irish ports in 187S was 41,626, an increase of 401 
as compared with 1877. 

The number of males being 21,271, or 1,558 less than in the previous year; and of 
females 20,355, an increase of 1,959 as compared with 1877. 

Of the 41,626 Emigrants in 1878, 41,124 were natives of Ireland, and 502 were 
persons belonging to other countries. 

The following Table (I.) gives the number of Emigrants from each province in 1877 
and 1878, by sexes, and the increase or decrease in the latter year. Of the 41,124 
persons— natives of Ireland— who left in 1878, 7,371, or 5'5 per 1,000 of the population 
of the Province in 1871, were from Leinster; 12,833, or 9 '2 per 1,000 from Munster; 
16,240, or 8-8 per 1,000 from Ulster; and 4,680, or 5‘5 per 1,000 from Connaught —the 
total number being equal to 7 '6 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland in 1871.

The total number of Emigrants — natives of Ireland — who left the Irish ports from the 
1st of May, 1851 (the date at which the collection of these returns commenced), to the 
31st of December, 1S7S, is 2,494,605,-1,330,732 males and 1,163,873 females. The 
number for each year is given in the following Table (II.), from which it appears that 
Emigrants from Ireland were much fewer in number iu 1878 than in any of the other 
years under review except 1876 and 1877. In 1877 they numbered 3.8,503, or 7’1 per 
* 1.000 of the population in 1871, and in 1876, 37,587, or 6 - 9 per 1,000, while in the pre- 
ceding twenty-four years they amounted to an annual average of 92,722 persons, or 16 
per 1,000* of the population. The numbers fluctuated from 190,322 in 1852 to 37,587 
ia 1876.

The succeeding Table (III.) is in. continuation of one published annually for some 
years past, and now gives the number and sex of the Emigrants from each county and 
province from the 1st of May, 1851, to the 31st of December, 1878. For purposes of 
comparison of the several counties and provinces the per centage of emigrants to the 
population! is also shown. 

From this table it appears that during the above period 2,527,443 persons emigrated 
from Irish ports. Of these, 2,494,605 were natives of Ireland, and 32, S3 8 were persons 
belonging to other countries. The former number (2,494,605,) represents a proportion 
of 43 per cent, of the population;! Munster having contributed S69,431 persons, or 
57-4 per cent, of the population of the province; Ulster, 732,807 or 38‘3 per cent.; 
Connaught, 309,875, or 339 per cent.; and Leinster, 471,877 or 32-4 per cent, of its 
population.! In 110,615 instances the county from which the persons came was not 
specified in the returns.

The ages of the Emigrants are given by provinces in Table IY., from which it appears Ages of 
that 6S‘5 per cent, of the persons who left Ireland in 1878 were between the ages of Emigrants, 
fifteen and thirty-five years, the per-centage over that age being 14 '5, and of children 
under fifteen years 17'0. The corresponding per-centages in 1877 were 67'2, 16'9, 
and 15 - 9 respectively. .

Ag<a of distinguishing the sexes. The only quinquennial period in which the females outnumber 
Emigrants. ma j es to any appreciable extent is that between fifteen and twenty years, the 
number of females being 3,723, and of males 2,111. A like disparity in this respect is 
presented in the returns for previous years. The next quinquennial period (20-25 years) 
furnishes the largest number of both male and female emigrants — 5,984 males and 6,117 
females, or 29 per cent, of the entire number of emigrants. 

Destina- Of the 41,124 natives of Ireland who emigrated in 1S7S, 22,476, or 54- 7 per cent., 
tions ot W ent to the Colonies or to Foreign Countries ; and 1S.64S, or 45’3 per cent., to Great 

.migran g r ^ a j n j n js 77 the numbers were 1S,232, or 47’4 per cent., and 20,271, or 52 ‘6 per 
cent., and in 1S7G, 20,800, or 55‘3 per cent., and 16,787, or 44 - 7 per cent., respectively. 
In 1878, 14,720 persons, or 35-8 per cent, of the entire number of emigrants, went to 
the United States of America, of whom Munster contributed 5,863 ; 4,251, or 10’3 per 
cent., to Australia, 2,395 of whom also belonged to Munster; 2,524, or 6 ‘2 per cent., 
to New Zealand, 1,110 of whom were from Ulster, and 98S from Munster ; and 660, or 
1‘6 per cent., to Canada, 471 of whom were natives of Ulster. 

During the year 1878, as above stated, 18,648 persons left Ireland to settle in 
Great Britain, of whom 10,965, or 26’6 per cent, of the entire number of emigrants, 
went to England or Wales, and 7,6S3, or 187 per cent., to Scotland; to the former 
number the Province of Ulster contributed 3,876, Munster 3,282, Leinster 2,922, and 
Connaught but 885 ; of the latter number 6,098 (79 per cent.) were from Ulster, (1,992 
being natives of Antrim county, 1,003 of Londonderry, and 719 of Down) ; the 
Province of Leinster contributed 977, Connaught 424, and Munster 184. 

It may be well to add that the enumerator’s are instructed to make a return for each 
passenger ship which may sail from any port within their district, and that by 
“emigrant” is to be understood a person who leaves Ireland with the intention of settling 
elsewhere.
